Josselyn and School Business Manager Kenneth 
ohnson cited examples of areas where cuts in staffing 
lad caused problems. According to Johnson, loss of a 
emale matron at the high school has created policing 
problems in the girls' lavatories and requires 
restrooms to be kept locked until 8:15 each school 
day. 

Citing the 39% cut in maintanance/custodial staff¬ 
ing, Johnson indicated that, in the long run, the town 
may pay more because of wear and tear on equipment 
ana facilities. "Schools are dirty," he added. "Expec¬ 
ting custodians to cover 50,000 square feet apiece is 
simply ridiculous." 

In other business, the committee postponed action 
on an agreement with Westfield Area Mental Health 
Clinic regarding transportation of eight adult 
residents of Sheep Pasture Road. According to 
Josselyn, the Schooi Committee has little choice in the 
matter. 

Though a bill providing 40% reimbursement to 
communities for such transportation expenses has 
passed the Senate, an amendment has been added to 
set up a "revolving fund" so monies would return to 
school committees rather than to the town as a whole. 

The group expects more input on this subject at 
their next regularly scheduled meeting December 1st. 

The committee took a wait-and-see approach to a 
suggestion that they relocate their offices to the 
recently closed Consolidated School on College

Local Gas Station 
Cited By Inspector 


Inspector Offers 
Wood Stove Tips

Suffield: Building Inspector Bob Johnson has cited 
Ernie Caruso, owner of the gas station opposite the 
Town Hall Annex, to be in violation of a zoning or¬ 
dinance which prohibits games of chance. 

Johnson specifically cited two pinball machines and 
three video games currently in operation in issuing a 
cease-and-desist o.rder against Marcel Companies of 
Enfield, which has located its games in a rented room 
in the gas station. 

In remarking on how knowledge of the games' 
operation became known, one employee of the annex 
indicated the flashing lights on the machines 
becomeobvious as darkness approaches in the late 
afternoon. 

First Selectman Earl Waterman, while commenting 
that.he is not against the establishment being either a 
gas station or a place of amusement, stated he is con¬ 
cerned with traffic congregating at the site. 

He pointed out a similarity to the Cumberland 
Farms store on Mapleton Avenue, where there is little 
space between gas pumps and building. Waterman 
referred to an incident where a student in a hurry to 
get back to class at the nearby high school ran out of 
the game room and was almost struck by a car which 
had pulled in to the station to get gas. 

Waterman has sought the opinion of Town Attorney 
Charles Alfano before he takes any action on the 
cease-and-desist order.

Suffield: Following up on recent advice to buy only 
approved wood-burning stoves and to obtain a permit 
for installation, Suffield Building Inspector Bob 
fohnson urged caution in the process of installation. 

An inspection checklist, available at his office in the 
Town Half Annex, outlines requirements in regard to 
clearance, non-combustible wall and floor protection, 
stove pipe and chimney specifications. 

When installation of the wood-burning stove has 
been completed, the building inspector will check it 
out thoroughly and then see it in use. 

Johnson suggests using dry wood seasoned six 
months to a year. According to him, wood from 
deciduous trees, except for willow, burns better than 
that from coniferous trees. 

If soft wood such as pine is burned, three times as 
much creosote will result. Those who burn trash and 
paper in their stoves run a special risk of chimney 
fire. While furnaces should be cleaned at least yearly, 
wood-burning stoves should be cleaned more often 
than that. 

Recalling a relative of his who, in trying to get a 
wood-burning stove fire going, poured on kerosene 
and blew the bottom off the can, Johnson emphasizes 
the importance of safety precautions. Never ignite a 
reluctant fire or wet wood with charcoal lighter fluid. 

Residents who buy a used stove, in addition to be¬ 
ing sure it is a reliable brand, should make sure it is in 
safe operating condition.

For the first time in almost a year, we have a clear 
picture of what interest rates are doing. They are fall¬ 
ing and will continue to do so for the next few mon¬ 
ths. Since August, the interest rate on six-month 
Treasury Bills has fallen from 15.8% to 10.9%. During 
the same period, the interest rates on 2 1/2 year 
Treasury Notes has declined from 15.5% to 12.5% 
The prime rate has also fallen from 20.5% to 16% in 
just 3 months. 

With the continuation of this trend throughout the 
winter, consumer borrowers will be begin to see a 
drop in the interest charges for loans and mortgages, 
and savers will see a continued drop in the rates paid 
on market-linked savings programs. 

However, there are many factors tjiat should 
reverse this trend and send rate's up again in the spr¬ 
ing and summer of 1982. Therefore, consumers 
should plan their borrowing and savings with this in 
mind. 

For borrowers, the coming months will be a good 
time to finance consumer purchases for such things as 
cars, durable household goods, and even home im¬ 
provement. The rates for thes loans will be begin to 
decline by December 31.

Vandalism is a subject which over the years has cost 
taxpayers and property owners thousands of dollars. 
The legislature in Connecticut addressed this problem 
when the criminal laws of the state were revised 
several years ago. 

The seriousness of the laws which apply to those 
committing willful acts which cause damage range 
from a felony to a misdemeanor depending upon the 
dollar amount of property which is destroyed. Taking 
into account that juveniles account for a large portion 
of the vandalism committed, Connecticut provides 
that by law the parents of a minor (under the age of 
eighteen are liable for damage done up to $1500.00 
per incident. 

Vandalism to public property such as schools, street 
signs, and other public buildings results in higher 

taxes for all residents. 

Although Suffield has been more fortunate than 
many communities, we still have been subjected 
to malicious damage at our cemetaries, inside and 
outside school buildings, and at private homes. Those 
apprehended for this type of crime have been able to 
offer very little in the way of excuses. The Police 
Department urges all parents to teach their children 
that such acts are wrong and will result in severe 
punishment. With proper guidance you will insure 
your children are not arrested and that you will not 
nave to pay for their deeds.

High school students around the country are getting 
a start on college and their careers through the' 
College-Level Examination Program (CLEP). They are 
entering college at a level that is rewarding to them 
and their professors by qualifying for advanced 
courses in their fields of interest. Many are using their, 
time and energies wisely in programs of study that 
further their academic careers. 

CLEP is one way of earning college credit without 
enrolling in a college course. You can take a CLEP ex¬ 
amination and receive college credit for an acceptable 
score by having the test results sent to a college you 
plan to attend. 

CLEP helps you demonstrate the knowledge you've 
acquired and provides colleges with this information. 
These examinations are available in over fifty college 
subjects and more than 1800 colleges award one to 
two years of college credit to those who perform well 
on these examinations and go on to complete their 
degrees. 

There are two kinds of CLEP examinations, general 
and subject. The general exam measures knowledge 
of the content of the basic liberal arts courses or¬ 
dinarily included in the first two years of general 
education at college. The subject exams are 90-minute 
multiple choice tests comparable to end-of-course or 
final examinations in particular undergraduate 
courses. 

Before you decide to take any of these tests for 
credits, you should speak with your high school 
counselor or consult the college you wish to attend to 
find out about its policy on CLEP scores and its other 
admissions requirements.

We encourage students to explore all the options 
thoroughly. 

Mrs. O'Donnell, our reading consultant at the high 
school, has asked to share the following information 
with students through the Advertiser/News. 

"As you are probably already aware, one of the 
functions of the reading teacher is to prepare students 
for college entrance examinations and college 
reading. If you are planning to attend college, I would 
ask that you seriously consider signing up for speed 
reading for one semester in the reading lab. 

To determine whether speed reading is a necessity 
for you, consider the following statements. If you 
answer "no" to any one of them, you might find your 
freshman yera in college quite difficult. 

; On easy material, 1 can read at 500 wpm and re¬ 
tain 80% of the content. 

* If an instructor says I must remember certain 
things, I know of one or two methods which will 
guarantee that I'll remember. 

* If told to read 100 pages of a textbook before the 
next class, I'm sure 1 could read the assignment and 
understand enough of it to participate in a class 
discussion. 

* I'm positive of 99% of the vocabulary my teachers 
use in class. There was less than a 100-point differen¬ 
tial between my verbal and mathematical SAT or 
PSAT scores.
